These figures show that during 
this seven year period the plant 
earned $30;183.84 while at the 
same time $156,000 was spent to 
retire bonds and -provide. for the 
net increase in property for ad- 
ditions to the distribution system. 
This, in turn means that funds 
from other sources were required 
in the amount of $126,000. These 
funds were provided as follows: 
(1) Cash in fund on June 30, 1954 
(all spent), $31,800; (2) Bonds and 
notes in fund at June 30, 1954, 
(all spent), $8,600; (3) Net increase 
in accounts payable to vendors 
etc., $19,000; (4) Borrowed from 
General Fund, $61,500; (5) Depre- 
ciation adjistments affecting 
years prior to June 30, 1954 in in- 
creased assets, $10,700. This totals 
$131,600, Less net increase in mis-

The average annual excess. of 
eash spent over the profit from 
the plant amounts to $18,000 per 
year. The annual average profit 
of the plant has been $4,312. 
if ithin the next five years the 
City is faced with the problem of 
paying off $73,000 more in bonds, 
plus expenditures (other than nor- 
mal maintenance expense) in the
